This year saw the first results of certain operating policies established 
in 1961 - the confining of the Department of Public Works to Main- 
tenance projects by letting out major construction work to contract. 
These results, though not overwhelmingly gratifying, can be truly char- 
acterized as transitional growing pains. The premises are valid but there 
is a most obvious need for thorough supervision and inspection of con- 
tract work, 


All major town projects voted at the annual and special town meet- 
ings have been completed - the installation of water mains along Walpole 
Street, Old Post Road, and Route 1; the rebuilding of a portion of Bay 
Road, and the construction of the Rob’s Lane drain. 


Rather than subject the townspeople using Bay Road to three or four 
years of piecemeal construction the Board voted to complete this year’s 
portion and then to refrain from further work until sufficient chapter 
90 funds have been accumulated to complete the project in one oper- 
ation. Ihe portion yet to be rebuilt was treated with a resurfacing ma- 
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tenal designed to hold up for the required length of time at a cost no 
greater than that which would have been involved in the year to year 
patching. 


In November the Board requested the firm of Whitman and Howard 
to conduct an investigation of the water pressure deficiency in the eastern 
area of the town to determine whether new pumping or storage facill- 
ties would best remedy the condition. ‘These consultants recommend the 
construction of a one million gallon elevated tank on the site acquired 
by the town two years ago. The estimated cost, including connecting 
mains, is $271,000. Consequently we will ask the 1963 meeting for 
funds with which to secure plans and specifications for the tank with 
an eye to building it in 1964 unless an acceleration in the building of 
homes causes a re-evaluation of the program this spring. 


‘The Whitman and Howard study also recommended the search for 
an additional ground water supply to which end the sum of $1,000 has 
been requested in the Water Department Budget. 


Based on this professional advice the Superintendent of Public Works 
submitted to the Board a Master Water Improvement Program wherein 
is phased the installation and replacement of water mains through 1969. 
This program was approved by the Selectmen in December. 


‘Toward the end of summer, with the concurrence of the Warrant 
Committee, we attempted to make an economical start on a plan to 
lower the water level of Cedar Swamp as advocated in the Preliminary 
Survey and Report on a Master Plan for Storm Drainage prepared by 
Fenton G. Keyes Associates. This attempt involved the securing of 
releases from the property owners so that entry could be made for 
surveying, clearing, and ditching. The response from the owners was 
disappointing but this is, in the main, attributed to the confused status 
as to the ownership of the swamp lands rather than to any significant 
opposition to the program. 


The year was not without sadness with the passing of Mr. Maurice 
Kelley, Town Treasurer; Mr. George Markt, a former selectman, and 
Mr. R. Warren Jones, Inspector of Wires. Mr. Kelley’s helping hand 
and happy way will be missed in the Town Hall. 


Several new appointments were made - Mrs. Eleanor S. Risch, “Vown 
‘Treasurer; Mr. James J. Leonard, Director of Civil Defense; Mr. 
William B. Keating, Veterans’ Agent; James I. Keyes, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures; Mr. Bernard McEnany, Inspector of Wires, 
and Richard W. Jones, Assistant Wiring Inspector. 


During the year the Selectmen joined with the Walpole and Foxboro 
Boards in a preliminary discussion on incineration. With the ‘Town 
Dump and garbage problems likely to be magnified over the next several 
years it is logical to study and plan alternate facilities. It was decided 
to continue the study on an informal basis for an additional year before 
deciding whether to ask for the appropriation of funds to cover a pro- 
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fessional survey and recommendation, Possibly in the coming months 
additional communities may wish to participate in such a joint venture. 


With the close of another year we wish to express our thanks and 
appreciation for the cooperation received from the various ‘(own officers, 
department heads, and committee chairmen. Also appreciated are the 
constructive observations made throughout the course of the year by 
various townspeople. “The understanding and support given us by the 
Warrant Committee and the Planning Board have been most helpful. 
We are most grateful to Mr. Walter O'Neil who carried on as Acting 
Director of Civil Defense until the appointment of Mr. Leonard.

REPORT OF THE REGULAR TOWN MEETING 
Election of Town Officers, March 5, 1962 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Warrant of January 18, 1962, 
the inhabitants of the Town of Sharon qualified to vote in elections 
and Town affairs met in the High School Gymnasium at 12:00 Noon, 
March 5, 1962. The meeting was called to Order by Dwight P. 
Colburn, Moderator. He also read the call and return on the War- 
rant, reading of the remainder was waived by unanimous consent. 


Five thousand ballots were delivered to the clerks and verified by 
Ruth Brown and Mary Carroll. Ballot Box was shown to be empty, 
registering zero, box locked and keys delivered to Albert Horan, Jr., 
Police Officer for the day. Balloting proceeded until 8:00 P.M. when 
the polls were declared closed. Ballots cast were checked with ballots on 
hand and shown to be 5000. Ballots were canvassed, results recorded 
on total tally sheet and declaration made at 10:40 by George Hughes, 
Chief Election Official, as follows:

Minutes Of The Annual Town Meeting, March 12, 1962 


The adjourned meeting of March 5, 1962 was called to order at 
8:00 o’clock P.M. by Moderator Dwight P. Colburn. 


Prayer of divine guidance offered by Rey. C. Alan Olsson. 
Business continued under Article 2. 


Article 2. Number 1. Voted unanimously: That the Town Clerk 
cast one ballot for the Trustees of the Sharon Friend’s School Fund as 
follows: Maurice I. Kelley, Max Berger, Arthur Slafsky, Bennett 
Catherall, George M. Hughes. 


Article 2. Number 2. Voted unanimously: That the Town Clerk 
cast one ballot for the Trustees of the Dorcester and Surplus Revenue 


School Fund as follows: Maurice F. Kelley, Harry Slabin. 


Article 2. Number 3. Voted unanimously: That the Town Clerk 
cast one ballot for the Trustees of the Edward H. Talbot Fund as 
follows: Roger Dennett, Frank Parry, John Keeling. 


Article 3. The Committee on Nominations for the Warrant Com- 
mittee reported and presented the names of the following: Robert S.

salary immediately before said effective date that will provide them 
with at least a three dollar per week increase in salary or wages.

empowered to enter into all contracts and agreements for architec-

Resolution 


Authorizing filing of application with the United States of 
America for an advance to provide for the planning of public 
works under the terms of Public Law 560, 83rd Congress of the 
United States, as amended. 


WHEREAS, Town of Sharon, Massachusetts (herein called 
the “Applicant”) after thorough consideration of the various as- 
pects of the problem and study of available data has hereby de- 
termined that the construction of certain public works, generally 
described as a new Town Hall is desirable and in the public 
interest and to that end it is necessary that action preliminary 
to the construction of said works be taken immediately; and 


WHEREAS, under the terms of Public Law 560, 83rd Con- 
gress, as amended, the United States of America has authorized 
the making of advances to public bodies to aid in financing the 
cost of engineering and architectural surveys, designs, plans, work- 
ing drawings, specifications or other action preliminary to and 
in preparation for the construction of public works; and 


WHEREAS, the applicant has examined and duly considered 
such act and the applicant considers it to be in the public interest 
and to its benefit to file an application under said act and to 
authorize other action in connection therewith; 


NOW, DHEREKFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY the -in- 
habitants of the Town of Sharon, at the annual Town Meeting 
of 1962, the governing body of said applicant, as follows: 


1. That the construction of said public works is essential to 
and is to the best interests of the applicant, and to the end 
that such public works may be provided as promptly as 
practicable it is desirable that action preliminary to the 
construction thereof be undertaken immediately ; 


2. ‘That the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Alfred EF. 
Powell, be hereby authorized to file in behalf of the ap- 
plicant an application (in form required by the United 
States and in conformity with said act) for an advance 
to be made by the United States to the applicant to aid 
in defraying the cost of plan preparation for the above de- 
scribed public works, which shall consist generally of a 
new Town Hall; 


3. That if such advance be made, the applicant shall provide 
or make necessary arrangements to provide such funds, in 
addition to the advance, as may be required to defray the 
cost of the plan preparation of such public works; 
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4. The said Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Alfred FE. 
Powell, is hereby authorized to furnish such information 
and take such action as may be necessary to enable the 
applicant to qualify for the advance; 


5. ‘That the officer designated in the preceding paragraph is 
hereby designated as the authorized representative of the 
applicant for the purpose of furnishing to the United States 
such information, data, and documents pertaining to the 
application for an advance as may be required; and other- 
wise to act as the authorized representative of the applicant 
in connection with this application. 


6. That certified copies of this resolution be included as part 
of the application for an advance to be submitted to the 
United States. 


7. Application for advances shall not exceed the sum of $12,- 


000.00. 
Motion that Article 49 be indefinitely postponed not carried. 


Motion that the original main motion be acted on without further 
debate carried. 


Voted: That the Town prepare plans for the construction of a new 
‘Town Hall and create a Municipal Building Committee to consist of 
six members, three of whom shall be appointed by the Moderator and 
one each by the Selectmen, Warrant Committee and Planning Board; 
said Committee to be instructed, authorized and empowered to enter 
into all contracts and agreements for architectural and engineering 
services relevant to such plans; said Committee to report on same at the 
earliest convenient regular or special Town Meeting; and that the sum 
of $200.00 be transferred from available funds for committee ex- 
penses, and that the committee be empowered to borrow $12,000.00 
from the Federal Government for the preparation of plans for con- 
struction of a new Town Hall in accordance with the resolution: 
'Here follows a repeat of the previous resolution. | 


Votes in the affirmative 459, votes in the negative 120. A standing 
vote. 


Motion to consider Article 48 at this time carried. 


Article 48. Voted unanimously: That the Selectmen be authorized 
to purchase or take by eminent domain for the Town the fee in the fol- 
lowing described parcel of land with dwelling thereon for municipal 
purposes, namely, the expansion of municipal buildings and parking 
facilities: 

“The land of Richard N. and Agnes I. Swenson located at 21 East 
Chestnut Street, in the Town of Sharon, bounded northerly by East 
Chestnut Street, easterly by Bradford Avenue, southerly by land of 
Clifford E. and Madeline E. Parker, westerly by land of the Town of 


Sharon, consisting of 20,172 square feet, more or less, and containing 
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one dwelling’; and that the sum of $15,000.00 be transferred from 
available funds for the acquisition of this land and for legal expenses. 


Motion that Article 50 be considered at this time carried. 


Motion to adjourn to Tuesday evening March 13, 1962 in the same 
hall not carried. 


Article 50. Voted: That the Town prepare plans for renovations 
and additions to the Fire and Police Stations; and to authorize, instruct 
and empower the Municipal Building Committee constituted in Article 
49 to enter into all contracts and agreements for architectural and 
engineering services relevant to such plans; said committee to report on 
same at the earliest convenient regular or special Town Meeting; and 
that the sum of $200.00 be transferred from available funds for com- 
mitte expenses, and that the committee be empowered to borrow $4,- 
500.00 from the Federal Government for the preparation of plans for 
renovations and additions to the Fire and Police Stations, in accordance 
with the following resolution: [Here follows a resolution similar to 
that reported under Article 49, but describing the public works as 
renovations and additions to the Fire and Police Stations. | 


Votes in the affirmative 384, votes in the negative 15. A standing 
vote. 


Motion that Article 30 be considered at this time carried. 


Article 30. Voted unanimously: That the Town raise and appro- 
priate $742,000.00 for the purpose of construction and originally equip- 
ping an addition to the Sharon High School on Pond Street in accord- 
ance with plans and _ specifications presented by the High School 
Expansion Committee, and that the Town, to meet this appropriation, 
raise $25,529.02 on the tax levy of the current year, and appropriate 
$16,189.70 from the balance remaining in the appropriation for the 
Sharon High School, and appropriate $21,380.28 from the balance re- 
maining in the appropriation for the East Elementary School, and 
transfer from available funds the sum of $8,901.00 and authorize the 
‘Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow the remain- 
ing $670,000.00 and to issue bonds or notes to be payable in accordance 
with Chapter 44 of the General Laws and Chapter 645 of the Acts of 
1948 as amended, so that the whole loan shall be paid in not more 
than twenty years from the date of issue of the first bond or note; and 
that the Town appoint the present Plans Committee to act as the 
Building Committee to supervise and direct the construction, engage 
and approve such architectural, engineering and consulting services as 
it may deem necessary, appoint a Clerk of the Works, and negotiate 
with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for financial assistance in 
connection with this project.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ALBERT R. Horan, Jr., Chief 


During the year 1962, there were a total of one hundred sixty (160) 
reported auto accidents (5 less than in 1961). Of these accidents one 
hundred fourteen (114) were reported to the Registry of Motor Veh- 
icles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; seven- 
ty-two (72) claimed personal injury and property damage; forty (40) 
claimed property damage only; sixteen (16) claimed personal injury 
only; one of these accidents resulted in a fatality. “The remaining forty- 
six (46) were minor accidents. In the report of accidents released by 
this office, it was indicated that of the 160 accidents reported in the town, 
a total of 49 occurred on North and South Main Streets (7 more than 
in 1961). Following in importance was Route | at the intersection of 
Old Post Road where 2+ mishaps occurred (5 more than in 1961), 


‘The report also shows that the hours of 4:00 to 6:00 p,m, and 7:00 to 
9:00 a.m. were the most dangerous, and Wednesday, UVhursday and Sat- 
urday were the most dangerous days of the week when 82 accidents 
occurred. Off-the-road accidents were the leading type, totalling 48, 
more than '4 of all accidents. Rear-end collisions followed with +7 and 
sideswipes third with a total of 34. As a result of the report, all motor- 
ists are cautioned to be especially alert when driving on North and 
South Main Streets, and in particular at those locations noted above. 


‘The department, during said year, responded to one hundred fifty- 
three (153) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients 
to and from the various hospitals. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Sate- 
ty Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. Dur- 
ing the year, Chief Horan attended all regular and special meetings of 
the Massachusetts Police Chief’s Association. 


The department received fifty-three hundred eight (5308) telephone 
calls requesting information and registering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported seven- 
ty-seven (77) licenses as suspended or revoked and three (3) registra- 
tions revoked. 


During the year the department made service on five hundred thirty- 
three (533) outside summonses and warrants.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 
I am pleased to present my Thirteenth and Final Annual Report. 
Why Have Public Schools? 


‘There are, in my opinion, two major reasons why the people of the 
United States, of Massachusetts, and of Sharon, conduct public schools. 
‘They are: 
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1, Our belief in the worth and the dignity and the importance of 
[HE individual. We believe that each person should be pro- 
vided an opportunity to learn commensurate with his ability. 


2. Our belief that our form of government and our economic system 
require for their success an educated citizenry. Money spent for 
public education is an investment—an investment in people— 
which must be made if the tewn, the state, and the nation are to 
prosper. 

The People 


ducation is a function of the state. In Massachusetts, there is 
constitutional and legislative provision requiring the people in local com- 
munities to maintain schools. ‘The state relies largely on the people of 
a community to determine the quality of education provided through its 
people. The state could, if it wished, increase or diminish or take away 
that power and that responsibility. 


It is the people who determine the quality of education by determ- 
ining the degree of equality of educational opportunity. 


The School Committee 

The School Committee is an agency of the state, elected by the 
people of the community. ‘he state mandates the school committee to 
operate public schools, Vhe school committee in exercising this mandate 
has two major functions. 


|. It determines the broad policies under which the schools operate. 


2. It evaluates the effectiveness of the operation of its policies. 


The Staff 


‘The school committee determines policy, but cannot reasonably be 
expected to conduct a teaching-learning program. For this basic function 
it employs a staff headed by the superintendent of schools. “Che super- 
intendent is charged with administering the policies established by the 
school committee. 


‘The major element in executing policy is the professional teacher. 
However, in Sharon, the emphasis is placed not so much on teachers and 
training as on the learner and learning. “Veachers are indispensable in 
our schools, but as directors of learning. 


The Pupils 

Schools are conducted with the best interests of the pupils para- 
mount, not because they are nice boys and girls (which they certainly 
are!), but because their best interests are at the same time the best in- 
terests of our society. To stint on their education would be short-sighted 
and uneconomical. 


Where Do We Stand? 


In past reports I have indicated the outstanding academic accomp- 
lishments of Sharon pupils, citing results on nationally standardized 
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tests, college entrance examinations, college admissions, and post-secon- 
dary school records. 


In 1962 our pupils established even higher records than in imme- 
diately preceding years. For example, in Grades 3 through 8, the 
average Sharon pupil score on lowa ‘Tests of Basic Skills was at the 


98th Percentile or above when compared with schools throughout the 
country. 


We have strong schools! 


Where Do We Go? 


As fine as our achievement record is, the people of Sharon must 
not be lulled into complacency about their schools. 


‘There is much room for improvement. “Che comparisions men- 
tioned earlier are valid, but the standards should and must be higher. 
‘To remain on a plateau educationally is unthinkable, for to stand still 
is to retrogress. 


‘There must be continous redefinition of the purposes of public 
education. Furthermore, new and better means for realizing those pur- 
poses must be found through changes in method, as well as through re- 
finement of existing practices. 


Consider these sobering facts: 
=) 


1. Massachusetts rates near the bottom of all states in the rate of 
improvement in per-pupil expenditures for education during the 
last two decades. 


2. Sharon spends less money per pupil than does the average com- 
munity in Massachusetts 


3. In the 1961-1962 school year, per pupil current expenditure costs 
in Sharon were $336.11. Corresponding per pupil costs in neigh- 
boring communities and in communities with which we try to 
compete for the short supply of high-calibre teachers follow:

+. “The median per-pupil cost of the above communities is $454.37. 
‘The 75th percentile is $147.38 above Sharon. For our 3200 pu- 
pils that represents $471,676.00 on our current expense budget. 
And that was last year! It seems to me unrealistic to expect the 
Sharon School Committee to maintain Sharon’s high educational 
level except as much more money ts allocated to current expendi- 
tures for education. 


How Do We Get There? 

‘The previous paragraph sounds as though I were scolding! I am 
not, and would be ungrateful if I did! For years I have praised Sharon’s 
effort for its schools, and I continue to do so. I believe that Sharon is 
getting a bargain in the quality of education it is receiving for its per- 
pupil expenditures. However, based on percapita expenditures for 
schools, Sharon rates very high among Massachusetts communities. The 
problem is stated very simply — Sharon has a much higher school en- 
rollment than do most communities of its population size. 


What, then, is the answer? In my opinion the people of Sharon 
should be strong advocates of, and should be much more active in sup- 
porting, increased state aid. Nearly all of Sharon’s taxes come from as- 
sessments on residential property. More revenue from broadbase tax 
sources such as the income tax or the sales tax must be made available. 
But superintendents and school committees alone cannot influence the 
legislature to provide such aid. Legislators are understandably respon- 
sive to the people. It is they, in Sharon and in other communities, who 
must assume responsibility for obtaining greatly increased state aid. 


In the meantime, Sharon must not stand still, but must continue its 
gradual but continuous improvement of its schools. 


It is the people who determine the quality of education ! 


School Buildings 


Another area in which the people of Sharon have shown their 
strong support is in the number and quality of the school buildings they 
have provided. 


With the completion of the High School Addition next summer, 
80% of Sharon’s pupils will be housed in school buildings built since 
1950. There have been six major building projects at a cost of nearly 
$5,500,00, plus interest charges.

Sharon will need a new junior high school building in 1967. It 
has acquired land for that building and has made site provision for two 
additional buildings if such additional educational space is needed in the 
future. 


‘Thanks to careful scheduling by the School Committee and the 
Business Manager, all of our buildings are in good repair and appear- 
ance. 1962 saw the installation of a completely new sewage disposal 
bed at the junior high school and the replacement of the roof on that 
structure. Both were approximately 40 years old. 


Adieu 
At the close of this school year I shall relinquish my position as 
Superintendent of Schools, after a tenure of more than thirteen years. 
‘They have been happy and productive years. “hanks to many people 
there has been a steady improvement in the educational program. I am 
confident that even greater advances will come in the next decade. 


In my thirteen years as Superintendent, | have been blessed with 
outstandingly competent and dedicated school committees. | have never 
known any member to act in any manner other than to serve as best he 
could the best interests of good public schools and of the young people 
of Sharon. 


| hope and expect that my successor will receive the same degree 
of inspirational support as I have had from pupils, teachers staff, admin- 
istrators, school committees, and the people of Sharon.

In view of the continued increase in the work load as reflected by 
such factors as the increased circulation and acquisition of books, Mrs. 
Chase has made a study of staff requirements for the future. As a re- 
sult of this study, the Trustees have requested the Personnel Board to 
consider establishing new job classifications, to provide for realignment 
of duties when present staff members retire or resign and new mem- 
bers are added to the staff. 


The present staff has done an outstanding job of absorbing the in- 
crease in work load for the past two years without any appreciable 
changes in the staff. Because of the previously mentioned resignation 
and retirement, and because the work load will continue to increase 
during 1963, the Trustees have voted to hire a Professional Assistant 
Librarian in June, 1963. By rearranging the duties of the staff in keep- 
ing with the study mentioned above, the services of a trained professional 
librarian will relieve Mrs. Chase of detailed duties so that her time may 
be devoted to tasks requiring higher skills and will also make it possible 
to give better service in such areas as reader and reference @uidance. 


LIBRARY HOURS 


During September, 1962, the Trustees voted to increase the hours the 
library is open to the public. This step was taken for two reasons. First, 
the staff was working in the building anyway, so opening the library 
for those added hours helped to spread the service load. Secondly, this 
change provided service to many borrowers who did not wish to use 
the library at the time it is used extensively by students.

CIRCULATION 


For the size of the Town, the circulation of the Sharon Public Li- 
brary is one of the higest in the State. he circulation in the Children’s 
Library is especially outstanding, exceeding that of the Adult Library 
for the fourth consecutive year. Inasmuch as the circulation is such an 
important factor in the library operation, the statistics are listed below 
for the past ten years. ‘he only decrease is 1960, the year the addition 
was built.

BOOK COLLECTION 


‘The ‘Trustees are continuing the long range goal of systematic pur- 
chase of books to bring the book collection up to the minimum recom- 
mended standard of the American Library Association by 1980. More 
emphasis is being given to the purchase of the type of books which will 
be of permanent and lasting value to the collection. 


EQUIPMENT 


New metal bookcases were added to both the Adult and Children’s 
library, No other new major equipment will be needed for several years. 


BUILDING 


Thomas Mullane & Sons, Inc. were the low bidders for the work of 
installing flashing and a new roof on the old library building. ‘They did 
a fine job without interrupting the operation of the library. The Trus- 
tees thank Mr. William Smith for his assistance in drawing up specifi- 
cations and supervising this work for them, 

The Trustees are also appreciative of the great help given by Mr. 
Smith in finding the cause of the flooding of the boiler room, and of 


the cooperation received from Mr. Donald Atkinson during the emer- 
gency. 
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ART EXHIBITIONS 


The Trustees have encouraged the display of Art in the library. Three 
local artists, Mrs. Robert Earle, Mr. Sol Levenson, and Mr. Donald 
Webber exhibited their work during the month of June, and Mr. Henry 
Klein exhibited his collection of abstractions in black and white in 
the spring. Many students and parents visited the library in October 
to view the large display of elementary school art exhibited by Mr. 
Donald Kreutzer. 


HISTORICAL ROOM 


The Trustees thank the Antiques Group of the Fortnightly Club for 
the contribution of the fine display cabinet for the Historical Room 
and for the other excellent improvements they have made in displaying 
the historical collection. Mrs. John Hitchins, chairman of this group, 
has shown the historical collection to several classes from the schools, 
and there has been wide public interest in the display. 


GIFTS 


The Trustees acknowledge with appreciation the many gifts made 
to the library during 1962.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 
Mrs. EstHER CHASE, Administrative Librarian 
‘Yo the Board of Library ‘Trustees of the Sharon Public Library: 


The public demand for library service in Sharon during 1962 has 
surpassed even the most optimistic estimates of our ‘lrustees, staff and 
friends made twelve months ago. ‘lhe astonishing fact is that every 
resident of Sharon (pop. 11,000) has theoretically borrowed 13.9 books 
from the Sharon Public Library (circulation 153,037). Indications are 
that further growth is to be expected. 


REGISTRATION OF BORROWERS 

Mrs. Caroline Hosmer volunteered her services early this year to 
check every application card in our adult file. “The names of people no 
longer residing in Sharon were removed. Our currently active file num- 
bers 4,600 adults plus 1,688 newly registered juveniles, or 67 percent of 
our population. In 1962, eight hundred and fifty-two new cards were 
issued, 392 to adults and 460 to children. In addition, cards for two 
hundred forty-eight seventh grade students were transferred from the 
Children’s file to the Adult file, since the many works they need for 
reference and study are available in the Adult Library, together with 
their own young adult collection of fiction and classics. 


‘That people regard possession of a library card essential became evi- 


dent as we filled replacement requests for six hundred fifty-seven lost 
cards. 


REFERENCE AND READERS SERVICES 

Perhaps the greatest asset to our facilities for providing better refer- 
ence and readers services this year was the addition of steel shelving to 
both Adult and Children’s areas. Not only does this provide better 
access to books for browsing but the establishment of permanent areas 
for each classification enables one to return easily to the subject of his 
special interest. With shelves no longer crowded to capacity, the over- 
all appearance of the book collection is vastly improved. 


Thirty individual new titles have been added to the basic reference 
collection in 1962 and two new encyclopedias, Britannica and the Mce- 
Graw Hill Science Encyclopedia. We were fortunate in obtaining at 
reduced cost a set of the Great Books of the Western World, each 
volume of which may be borrowed for the usual period for use outside 
the library. 


With adequate shelving for periodicals now available, we shall be 
able to keep important magazines on file for several years. “These are 
constantly requested by students at all levels, and the required articles 
are made accessible through the Readers Guide to Periodical Literature. 


WORK ROOM ACTIVITY 

Through the combined efforts of the staff and the many who volun- 
teer for service, under the direction of Mrs. Harriette Lawrence, 3,298 
books were classified, catalogued, processed and added to the collection. 
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After careful consideration, 927 books were removed from the shelves 
because of worn condition or obsolescence. Over 1,700 books were 
mended or repaired, and worn jackets were replaced on another 1,000. 
One hundred and ninety books were transferred from the Children’s 
collection to the Youth area, and over three hundred worn volumes 
were rejuvenated and kept in use with the addition of wall paper and 


mylar jackets. 


Over half of the juvenile fiction catalog cards have been re-typed and 
are ready for use, and a new division was made in the Adult card cata- 
log, with the addition of several hundred new subject - heading cards. 
A complete inventory was taken of children’s fiction and a permanent 
shelf-list established. Inventory of juvenile non-fiction is now in pro- 
eress. Although the pressure has been tremendous in working through 
these very basic areas, the ultimate value of each step to the library has 
created an atmosphere of optimism. At best, this work will continue 
unabated for still another year. 


Sie Vu tee Ome iv REN SAND, YOUNG, PEOPLE 

As in the past several years, the library has given direct service to 
the Sharon elementary schools. Mrs. Bell and Mrs. Lawrence visited 
each school thirty times, ably assisted in transportation this fall by Mrs. 
Susie Gray, a “Friend” of the library, who volunteered her services. 
Once more the students borrowed over 8,000 books, and classroom teach- 
ers applied for and were allowed unlimited use of another 1,100. 
Many classes have requested and received permission to visit the library, 
not only to learn its use, but also to view the Historical collection, with 
explanation by Mrs. John Hitchins. 


The Junior High Schol Library Club boasts 34 members this year, 
meeting once a week during activity period. “wo former library club 
members are currently employed as pages, and one hopes to make li- 
brarianship a lifetime career. 


The weekly story hour for tots from four to eight is conducted by 
Mrs. Phyllis Fazzio and Mrs. Donna Johnson. here have, in addition, 
been two “parties” with songs, games and refreshments for all. The 
average attendance for this lively entertainment is thirty to forty 


children. 


“Our Presidents” and “Book Parade” were the themes of our summer 
reading program, conducted by Children’s Librarian, Mrs. Bell, from 
the closing of school in June until September 5th. The total enrollment 
was 453 boys and girls from grades 1-6, who read 8,129 books, or more 
than double those read last year. “Vhis amazing capacity for summer 
reading will be given another outlet next summer with two new and 
different programs available in June. 


COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 

The Friends of the Sharon Public Library, with Miss Clista Dow, 
President, have nearly completed the furnishing of the Adult Reading 
Area, recently adding a table and stereophonic record player to the 
sofa and chairs already in use. This provides an ideal location for read- 
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ing current magazines, now in permanent covers, a gift from the 
“Friends”, and listening to recordings. ‘he addition of a nine foot 
room-dividing case for periodical display and record shelving is the ma- 
jor project of the “Friends” for 1963. 


In October, the Friends of the Library sponsored a lecture by Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Cushman, free to members, which was throughly en- 
joyable and informative. 


The Junior Fortnightly Club of Sharon has provided most of the 
funds for the core collection of fine classical recordings now available 
S 

to borrowers. As further funds are received the collection will be ex- 
2 ; 

panded to include language, literature and children’s albums. Mem- 

bers of the Junior Fortnightly Club voted to make the Library its Com- 
. S J 

munity Service Project in 1963, assisting in various areas of library ser- 

vice on a volunteer basis. 


The newly organized Junior Friends of the Library meet monthly 
in the Children’s room. A group of seventy-five fourth, fifth and sixth 
gerade students participated in a program on “Careers in Science’ by 
Mr. Albert Bussewitz, a workshop to create a picture file, and a Book 
Fair of children’s literature last fall. We are enormously pleased by 
this interest shown in the library. 


Other organizations meeting regularly at the library once a month 
include the Antiques Group and the Book Section of the Sharon Fort- 
nightly Club. Several other groups have indicated a desire to use our 
meeting area in the near future. 


We appreciate the close cooperation of our local newspaper and that 
of other area newspapers in giving us an outlet for our publicity. We 
hope to begin a regular hbrary news column early in 1963. 


For making possible the advancement of quality library service to 
Sharon, | personally wish to thank every member of the Board of 
‘Trustees and the staff for their cooperation and superior assistance.

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REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


WILLIAM H. Eastman, Chairman

‘The understanding, support and cooperation accorded the Personnel 
Board by Town Employees, ‘fown Officials, and the general public in 
1962 was outstanding, Many problems and differences of opinion were 
settled amicably, after consultation and study. 


‘The Committee submitted and the voters approved, major revisions 
to the Compensation section of the Personnel By-Law in 1962. 


After careful analysis of salary surveys, the Committee recommended 
dropping the first three steps in all salary ranges and adding three new 
steps to the top of each range. Vhis had the effect of increasing the 
earning potential of nearly all employees. 


A number of other By-Law changes were accepted at ‘Town Meeting. 
In the main, these were designed to correct inequities or to establish 
policy relating to specific situations. Similar changes will be recommend- 
ed for approval at the 1963 ‘Town Meeting. 


‘Typical of these is the plan for payments to be made to Police Ofhicers 
who are required to make court appearances during their normal “‘off- 
duty” time. Another might be the program of “earned bonus days’ by 
which an employee, through perfect attendance, may add up to six days 
to his annual sick leave or vacation time. 


‘The Personnel Board will continue in the future, as it has in the 
past, to protect the interests of ‘Town employees and endeavor to assure 
each of fair and equitable treatment. ‘he interests of the taxpayer will 
also be protected to avoid the irresponsible squandering of their dollars 
through the granting of unwarranted salary or fringe benefit demands. 
‘To maintain this delicate balance is “not easy,” but always a challenging 
assignment. 


TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

1962 has represented a turning point in the citizens’ fight for a 
balanced transportation system for the nation’s Urban areas. ‘This 
year your board has observed: (a) increased federal aid in the form of 
grants for studies and test programs, (b) open advocacy by the Admminis- 
tration in Washington for a Department of Urban Affairs whose prin- 
cipal interests would include better urban transportation planning, (c) 
a favorable vote by voters in a group of countries in the San Francis- 
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co Bay Area for a comprehensive two rail system using the most ad- 
vanced automated equipment and requiring carrying charges much high- 
er on a per taxpayer basis than the so-called M’LA “deficit”, (d) a 
broadening of the highly eftective Philadelphia plan for city-railroad 
cooperation to share the commuter burden, (e) in Massachusetts, the 
successful allocation of Federel and State funds to a state mass trans- 
portation study and (f) a general awakening to the dangers of allowing 
urban areas to grow completely dependent on automobile transportation. 


At the local level, the ‘Vransportation Advisory Board has attempted 
to keep abreast of developments in the State Mass ‘Transportation Com- 
mission and to observe the operation of the New MHaven service in 
Sharon. In ‘veneral, the on-time record of the railroad has been reported 
as much improved considering schedules, equipment age, and the finan- 
cial state of the railroad. “The Board, through one of its members, 
also worked with the railroad and town to alleviate problems of auto 
circulation in the West (South bound) parking lot. he safety record 
of the railroad continues to be excellent, despite the late winter collision 
on our line near Route 128 Station ,which resulted in the death of one 
crewman. 


Attempts of the Board and representatives to organize a regional 
group of adjoining towns for mass transportation study bogged down be- 
cause of lack of direction and the difficulty in arriving at reasonable ob- 
jectives. However, discussions were held during the vear on possible 
projects for State Mass Transportation Commission study with the 
towns of Canton, Norwood, Westwood, North Easton, Mansfield, Attle- 
boro, Walpole, Norton and Stoughton. It is hoped that 1963 will see 
further development of such a group in conjunction with the plans of 
the State Mass Transportation Commission to reduce fares 10% to 25% 
and increase frequency of service on our line. 


The first months of 1963 will also see the fruition of a broad “origin 
and destination” study of the town’s commuting habits conducted in 
conjunction with the Planning Board with the aid of the Police census 
takers. With this information and that obtained from other projected 
surveys, your Board should be able to accurately ascertain the trans- 
portation needs of the entire community. 


It is hoped that the forthcoming year will include further advances 
in transportation planning which will be of advantage to Sharon. ‘The 
‘Transportation Advisory Board hopes to be able to cooperate with the 
MTC, the New Haven and the adjoining communities in making real 
progress toward transportation improvements. 


REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

All places where livestock are kept have been inspected. Regulations 
of the Division of Livestock Disease Control have been carried out. 
Dog bite cases have been investigated and quarantine regulations en-

REPORT OF THE REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT PLANNING COMMITTEE

Pursuant to the action taken at the annual Town Meeting of 1962, 
this Committee was appointed by the Moderator to join with committees 
of other interested towns for the purpose of studying the advisabiity of 
establishing a Regional Vocational School District and to make recom- 
mendations relative thereto. 


Recent interest in vocational-technical education at the high school 
level has several roots: a desire to provide a range of equitable educational 
opportunity for those children who, for many different reasons, are not 
preparing for college; an awareness of the more demanding nature of the 
non-professional employment opportunities in modern industry; and an 
acute awareness of the need for additional resources with which to answer 
the problem of school drop outs. “These needs resulted in legislation 
which permits the formation of regional high schools designed to offer a 
full four-year high school program, geared to contemporary technical 
standards, under conditions of essentially complete support through state 
and federal funds. Additional technical instruction at post-graduate 13th 
and 14th grade levels ts also possible under this legislation. 


‘The Regional Planning Board consisting of the committees of the 
various towns involved, numbering about 16, held its first meeting in May 
and has met at approximately monthly intervals since that time. Sub- 
commitees of the board were appointed and instructed to report back to 
the full board as soon as possible. “hese are: 


Sub-committee on one or two schools 


‘Transportation Sub-committee 
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Girls Trade and Technical Sub-committee 
Visiting Sub-committee 

Site Sub-committee 

linance Sub-committee 

Curriculum Sub-committee 


Ihe three Sharon representatives are currently serving on the Fi- 
nance, Site and the Girls “Vrade and ‘Vechnical sub-committees. 


In addition to attending the meetings of the full board and of their 
sub-committees, the Sharon committee has met as a unit periodically to 
assess the available information as it pertains to needs of the “Town of 
Sharon, It has also met with Sharon School Department representatives 
for interchanges of ideas, suggestions and information. 


Now that basic material is beginning to flow from the various sub- 
committees mentioned above, the Sharon committee expects to increase its 
program of dissemination of information to the townspeople through the 
media of newspapers and meetings with the P’TA and other interested 
groups, In this way the committee hopes not only to answer questions but 
also to obtain an indication of the interest of the town in such a venture 
as this. 

‘The committee is not ready at this time to make a recommendation 
one Way or another as to the advisability of entering into an agreement 
with the other towns involved. It does, however, expect to be ready with 
such a recommendation during 1963 after all reports of the sub-commit- 
tees have been filed, discusesd and accepted by the full Regional Board. 


With a possible one or two exceptions, the committees of the other 
towns are net ready to make recommendations to their respective commit- 
tees at this time. 


The complications and ramifications of the establishment of a Re- 
gional Vocational-Vechnical High School are such that quick action on 
the part of any town could cause future difficulties. It is for this reason 
that your committee, along with the others, feels that sufficient time 
should be taken to make sure that there is complete understanding before 
making its formal recommendations.

During 1962, the Sharon Welfare Department rendered financial 
aid and social services under four main categories of assistance, namely, 


Old Age Assistance, Medical Assistance for the Aged, Disability Assis- 
Sl 


tance and Aid to Dependent Children, Eligibility for benefits and the ex- 
tent of financial grants are determined by state statutes and the regula- 
tion of both the federal and state governments. 


‘The federal and state governments exercise considerable control over 
these programs and contribute substantial funds for both administrative 
and assistance expenditures. 


During the latter part of 1962, the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare set forth detailed directives and procedures designed to improve and 
strengthen the quantity and quality of social services rendered to all 
clients of public welfare agencies in Massachusetts. In accordance with 
these directives local agencies are compelled to maintain additional records 
and classification systems from which the state department may determine 
conformity or non-conformity to existing policies governing acceptable 
social work standards and procedures. Moreover, social workers of all 
public welfare agencies are required to participate in intensified in-service 
training programs sponsored by the state department. ‘he percentage of 
federal reimbursement for administrative expenditures by localities is in 
direct proportion to the caliber and extent of social services rendered 
overall by public welfare agencies throughout Massachusetts. At present 
it is possible to receive federal and state reimbursement for proper admin- 
istrative expenditures up to a maximum of 872%. 


‘The following is a breakdown of categorical expenditures during 1962 
(these expenditures are subject to final audits by the federal and state 
administrative agencies ) :

In addition to the above four categories there is also the program 
of General Relief which, by and large, is administrated at the discretion 
of this Board. Usually temporary and short-term aid is authorized for, 
or on behalf of, needy clients not readily eligible for a combined federal, 
state, local program. Under General Relief we expended $1,857.47 in 
1962. No federal or state reimbursement is available under this program. 


Also in 1962 this department recovered $16,257.38 under pro- 
visions of the Old Age Assistance and Medical Assistance for the Aged 
laws. These recoveries are also subject to final audit. A good deal of the 
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monies recovered are credited to the federal and state governments who 
participated in the actual cash expenditures made by this agency. At the 


end of the year we returned $20,338.95 to the “Town as unexpended.

Mrs. Ruth E. Smith, R.N., our Public Health Nurse, had an ever 
increasing demand upon her time and services, as her report clearly 
shows. We are very fortunate to have such a capable, efficient and 
understanding person to care for the sick. 


One of the major projects of the year, “Whe Salk Vaccine clinic, was 
very ably administered by our Nurse, Mrs. Smith; our thanks to her 
and her volunteer Nurses, Mrs. Flora O’Donnell, Mrs. Joseph Mur- 
phy, Mrs. James Thomas, Mrs. George Plotner, and Mrs. Douglas 
Burns, for their time, interest and excellent professional skill. We, 
would also like to thank Mrs. Burns for filling in as District Nurse 
during Mrs. Smith’s vacation. 


This year there were 86 permits issued for the building of septic 
tanks and other means of sewage disposal. 


We. are very fortunate to have the professional services of Mr. 
Russell H. Babcock, P. E. Sanitary Engineer, as a Consultant. His 
suidanace and experience in all phases of sewage have protected the 
‘Town. 


The collection and disposal of garbage has become one of the major 
problems of the Health Department, not only in this “Town but in 
all the towns surrounding us. Specifications form the collection of 
garbage were widely advertised. Although seven copies of the speci- 
fications were taken by contractors, we received only one legal bid; 
this from the present contractor. After much consideration it was ac-

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 


of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 1961, and sub- 
mit the following report thereon: 


‘The financial transactions, as recorder on the books of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked for the period of the 
audit. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. “The recorded receipts were checked with the 
books of the treasurer and with the records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town, and the payments, as entered, were com- 
pared with the treasury warrants and the treasurer’s records. ‘The 
appropriations and transfers were checked with the town clerk’s records 
of financial votes passed by the town meetings and with the warrant 


committee’s authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed, the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
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sheet showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1961] 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. ‘The cash book was analyzed, the recorded receipts being com- 
pared with the books of the several departments collecting money for 
the town, and with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury, while the payments were checked with the approved 
treasury warrants. 


‘The treasurer’s cash balance on December 31, 1961 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements certified by the banks of deposit. 


‘The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and checked with the cancelled securities 
on file. The outstanding coupons on December 31, 1961 were listed 
and reconciled with the balances in the bond and coupon accounts as 
certified by the banks of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes, group insurance, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined 
and reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s records. 


‘The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined and checked. The taxes transferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the books of the collector, the recorded redemp- 
tions of tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, and the 
tax titles and tax possessions on hand December 31, 1961 were listed, 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger, and checked with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investments of 
the several trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and listed. “The income was proved and the amounts transfer- 
red to the town were verified. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitments of tax, excise, de- 
partmental, and water accounts, were audited and proved with the 
warrants of the assessors and with the records of the other departments 
committing bills for collection. The recorded collections were compared 
with the books of the town treasurer, the abatements were checked with 
the assessors’ and other departmental records of abatements granted, the 
tax title transfers were verified, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved with the respective ledger controlling accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed ,are correct. 


The assessors’ computation of the tax rate for the year 1961 was ex- 
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amined and checked. The records of abatements granted by the board 
of assessors were examined and checked with the books of the collector 
and the town acccountant, while the warrants to the collector were 
listed and compared with the detailed commitment lists. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked 
in detail. The recorded receipts on account of dog and sporting licen- 
ses issued were verified and compared with the payments to the town 
treasurer, and the cash on hand December 31, 1961 was verified. 


‘The financial votes passed at town meetings, as recorded by the town 
clerk, were checked in detail with the town accountant’s ledger accounts, 
the aggregates of the appropriations being compared with the assessors’ 
computation of the tax rate. 


‘The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 


‘The records of cash receipts of the selectmen, and of the police, build- 
ing, health, school, library, and park departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town, were examined and checked. 
‘The payments to the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in 
several departments was proved by actual count. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by all 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I 
wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL BUILDING 
STUDY COMMITTEE 
MARCH 1962 


The Municipal Building Study Committee takes pleasure in pre- 
senting its findings and recommendations to the Annual ‘Town Meet- 
ing, 1962, as charged by Article 25 voted at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing of 1961.

Summary 


1. The Committee finds, after thorough investigation, that the space 
available for personnel, equipment, work and storage areas in 
the Town Departments is grossly inadequate. 


2. The space required for the Town Hall Departments can be ob- 
tained by extensive alteration and renovation of the present 
building. However, the Committee finds that the cost of a com- 
plete or partial alteration is excessively high and we consider it 
economically unsound as a long-range investment for the Town. 


3. The space required for the Fire and Police Departments can be 
obtained by moderate additions and alterations to the existing 
building. 


4. ‘The Committee has unanimously concluded that the most prac- 
tical and economical long-range solution of the Municipal Build- 
ing problem is to construct a new Town Hall compatible in de- 
esign with the (to be) modified Fire and Police Stations. This 
would achieve adequate space, better use of the site, would 
alleviate present access and parking problems, and would pro- 
vide a more permanent building with maximum utility and se- 
curity for Town records. 


5. The Committee recommends: 


a) that the Town purchase or acquire the property located at 
21 East Chestnut Street as soon as possible. This land is 
necessary as the first step toward the proper site develop- 
ment. 


b) that the Town appoint a Municipal Building Committee, 
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said Committee to be instructed, authorized, and em- 
powered to enter into all contracts and agreements for 
architectural services relevant to plans for the new con- 
struction and alterations. Consideration should be given to 
using funds available under Public Law No. 560, 83rd 
Congress of the United States for plans for Public Build- 
ings at no interest cost. 


Basic Considerations 


‘The space requirements for personnel, equipment, and working area 
in the Town Departments has been subordinated to other considera- 
tions or neglected for fifteen years during which period the popula- 
tion of the Town has nearly tripled with increased requirements for 
more personnel, services, records, files, equipment and administration. 


The working area in the present Town Hall can be doubled by 
altering the entire second floor. The cost of doing this would be very 
high but cannot be definitely fixed because of contingent costs likely to 
be encountered in the course of renovating a building almost eighty 
years old. 


Estimated alterations costs for the Town Hall and contingent ex- 
penses should be compared to the cost of a new building. Related con- 
siderations are: how could either old or new building be expanded it 
necessary in twenty-five years; what would this do to the plot plan; 
would there be parking space for employees and people with business 
in the Town Hall; would the mobility of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments be impeded - and so forth? 


‘The space needs of the Police and Fire Departments can be met 
satisfactorily by moderate alterations and additions. Further details 
are given in the body of this report. 


Any further uncoordinated expansion of ‘Town buildings should be 
avoided. Some architectural compatibility can be achieved by making 
the needed additions and new construction at one time under the 
supervision of one architect. 


The present site of the municipal buildings is geographically centered 
with regard to density of population; is convenient to most people 
because of its nearness to the junction of the principal North-South 
and East-West arteries in the Town, and also, because of its proximity 
to the railroad station. However, the area is inadequate and the prop- 
erty on the south-west corner of East Chestnut and Bradford should 
be acquired immediately by the “own in order to permit suitable de- 
velopment of the site. 


The Town Meeting in March 1962 should establish a continuing 
Municipal Building Committee empowered to contract with an archi- 
tectural firm for the development of plans for the “own Hall, Police 
and Fire Stations. The plans should meet with the approval of the 
Selectmen, Planing Board, Warrant Committee, and be acceptable to 
the Town Departments concerned. Bids on work to be done should 


133 


be obtained for presentation to the next special or regular Town Meet- 
ing. In the interim, the Selectmen could arrange for the temporary use 
of part of the second floor by some ‘Town Hall departments to alleviate 
the crowded and inefficient working conditions on the first floor. 


We have obtained estimates from an architectural firm for the addi- 
tions and new construction based on present day costs. The total ex- 
penditures for all work, exclusive of land acquisition, with repayment 
over a ten year period would be $1.05 per year per thousand dollars 
valuation. 


During the past fifteen years of rapid “Town growth, space require- 
ments for the Municipal Departments have not been expanded ade- 
quately. We feel very strongly that the time is long overdue for the 
‘Town to adjust its perspective by showing some of the wise foresight 
and intelligent consideration for all the “town Departments that have 
been shown for the School Department. 


General And Historical Background 


In 1945 a building study committee reviewed the town departments 
and concluded that some plans ought to be made for providing suitable 
town offices and fire and police stations. This resulted in some archi- 
tectural plans for new buildings on the present site. For various reasons 
these were not acted upon and were filed away. his may have been 
fortunate because the needs visualized then would have been inadequate 
today. Eight years later, 1952-53, the problems of the police and fire 
stations were studied by another committee. Recommendations were 
made to provide more adequate facilities and, incidentally, the Com- 
mittee found that increasing needs for space in the Town Hall indi- 
cated that some thought be given to the entire site plan for municipal 
buildings while planning additions for the Fire and Police Stations. A 
comprehensive plan was evolved showing the possibility of tying a new 
‘Town Hall into buildings housing the Police and Fire Departments 
and achieving not only the needed space but compatability in the archi- 
tecture. he Town, apparently concentrating exclusively on the school 
building program, voted against not only the “Town Hall but also the 
Police and Fire Department needs. Further, no alternative action was 
taken to alleviate the existing situation. For eight more years the “Town 
departments have continued to operate in some manner in the same 
space with a little more equipment and more employees. Obviously, 
the speed and efficiency of operation have diminished perforce. “The 
‘Town employees have done their best under the circumstances but look 
at a couple of typical departments and the situation in which they try 
to work: 


The Department of Public Works: they have one moderate-sized 
room in the Town Hall with a section partitioned off for a Super- 
intendent’s Office. The remaining space contains two desks, large 
supply cabinet shared by the Town Clerk’s Department, plan files, 
correspondence files, the Selectmen’s files, the Planning Board cor- 
respondence and planfiles. The Public Works Department engineer 
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has desk space, drawing board, and some of the plan files in the 
Highway Garage, 4% mile away. The desk assigned the Building 
Inspector cannot be used until the duplicating machine is removed 
and placed on the floor. ‘The Superintendent’s Office permits only 
two people to confer. No space is available for larger groups or for 
reviewing street or layout plans. 


The Board of Assessors: use a 13 x 18 foot room containing a desk, 
table, large counter-type cabinet, correspondence files, and some rec- 
ord books, the remainder being divided between a large safe in the 
office and the vault in the basement. his space is used by one full- 
time clerk, one part-time clerk at peak periods, and alternately by 
three part-time assessors. About two thirds of the counter space is 
occupied by card files used daily. One desk is located in an alcove 
between Assessor’s office and the ‘I’ax Collector’s office and shared 
by both. There is no office for consultations or conferences. Much 
time is wasted getting records out and putting them away because 
they are scattered in several locations for lack of space. 


The Board of Health: this department operates from a small, oddly- 
shaped room located under the circular stairway leading to the 
second floor. The Clerk and the Public Health Nurse share this 
space with the plan files, correspondence files, records, and steriliza- 
tion equipment. here is no treatment room and no privacy. When 
the sterilization equipment is operating, the door into the main en- 
trance of the Town Hall must be left open for ventilation. 


The story is similar in all departments of the Town Hall. ‘The 
reason is simply fifteen years of expansion, more employees and equip- 
ment, more records, more administrative work, more business, all still 
crowded into the same amount of space. 


The Requirements And The Cost 


Let’s look first at the Fire and Police Stations since these are quite 
straightforward and more easily managed than the more complex 
questions concerning the ‘own Hall. 


The Fire Station: The Fire Station is basically one large open area 
with partitions in the rear to provide a bunk room, chief’s office, and 
boiler room. The Chief’s Office also doubles as storeroom, file space, 
kitchen, department business office, and operation headquarters. ‘Uhe 
building was built in 1948. There are presently five trucks jam- 
med into the station with no room for a work and repair area, or 
for equipment checkout, and in the cold months the hose must be 
dried by just laying it on the floor between the trucks, ‘This requires 
two or three days, ties up much hose, and contributes to shorter life 
of the hose. 


In order to provide adequate 24-hour coverage for the town from 
the present station we understand that eventually more full-time 
personnel will be added, requiring additional dormitory space. A 
suitable room is needed for drills and instruction by both Fire and 
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Police Departments. One room can serve both departments and also 
the Civil Defense and special police. ‘Voilet and shower facilities 
should be added sufficient for the maximum staff anticipated at this 
station. Separate kitchen facilities should be provided for general use 
of the department and the ‘call’ men. 


The Police Department: ‘Vhe Police Department requires a juvenile 
detention cell (in accordance with State requirements) and this can 
be provided in the present building. he present garage space (2 car) 
can be converted for the joint training and drill room. After ac- 
quisition of the property east of the Police Station, a new garage 
can be built with clear access on Bradford Avenue and additional 
parking area can be provided. When the garage is added, the space 
needed by the Police Department for locker room, record and file 
cabinets and equipment storage can be provided. The location of the 
Police Station leaves something to be desired but the recommended 
change with access from Bradford Avenue will alleviate the problem 
considerably. 


The Cost: All of these requirements for both departments, exclusive 
of land acquisition, can be met for an estimated $46,000. We rec- 
ommend that the architectural work be done this year. 


The Town Hall: Next we have the challenging question ‘““What can 
be done with the present “Town Hall to provide additional office 
space and at what price?” Here is a staunch building almost eighty 
years old, built when the population was less than a fifth of its present 
size - a multi-purpose building with the entire second floor a huge 
hall with vaulted ceiling over thirty feet high. Presently the second 
floor is the home of the American Legion. A small room off the en- 
trance is used by the Veteran’s Agent. We understand the Legion is 
building new quarters on East Foxboro Street. 


We have appraised the minimum work that could be done to use 
the second floor as permanent office space. We then estimated the 
contingent costs that might result. This was done with architectural 
and engineering assistance. Here is what we find:

Now let’s look at a complete alteration for the Town Hall, keeping 
the same building, but removing the high peaked roof and putting on 
a flat roof tarred and gravelled. ‘This would eliminate the cost of re- 
shingling and the cost of the false ceiling because the new roof would 
be at ceiling height on the second floor.

Having spent over $92,000.00 we would have a good frame build- 
ing with a new roof, up-to-date appearance and modern utility within, 
about 6,000 square feet of office space and 1500 square feet in the base- 
ment. The exterior, the windows and doors would need attention from 
time to time as in any building. The location of the building on the 
plot will be unchanged but the external appearance would be slightly 
different because of the flat roof and new rectangular staircase brick- 
faced. he incongruity between the architecture of the Town Hall and 
Fire Station would remain. 


Now let’s compare this complete alteration expenditure with the 
cost of a new masonry building, brick-faced with two stories (of 
modern ceiling height) with a full, finished basement for expansion, 
or storage of records and files. 


Here is the price:

Conclusion 


There is little question that we must spend money to provide ade- 
quate working iarea for the continued operation of the Town Government. 
The need for space is now urgent. The problem is to spend the money 
so that the Town receives a maximum return on its investment. To 
achieve this objective any expenditure must be considered as to its total 


usefulness and continued value during the next fifty or sixty years. 


The choice is between putting a smaller, but substantial, sum into 
an old building for an uncertain period, and putting a larger sum into 
a new building with at least double the predictable life. This Committee 
feels that the investment in a new building is by far the wisest, and 
eliminates the risks inherent in alternating an old bulding. The fringe 
benefits include a group of municipal buildings truly compatible in ap- 
pearance, better site arrangement and improved accessibility, plus a 
visible expression of civic pride. 


REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDING EXPANSION COMMITTEE 


FEBRUARY, 1962 


The School Building Expansion Committee submits its tenth and, 
presumably, final report. his report attempts to outline probable 
school site and school building needs of the next two decades, and 
suggests what the Committee considers the best and most economical 
means of meeting those needs. 


Future school enrollments are predicated on future population growth 
in the town. Probable future school enrollments are based on_ the 
prediction that in the 1960’s and 1970’s twenty-five percent of our 
total population, as estimated by the Planning Board, will be enrolled 
in the public schools. At the present time school enrollments are 
twenty-nine percent of the total population. Our estimate may be 
slightly high, but it may also be very low.

Change the grade organization to Grades 7-9 at the junior 
high school level, and Grades 10-12 at the high school

RECOMMENDATIONS 


|. Retain present town-owned land in the vicinity of Bay Road and 
Mountain Street. This property, known as Interlaken Park and 
Union Realty land, will provide more than adequate space for 
any school building in the area of the town in which Planning 
Board estimates indicate growth is most likely. 


2. Acquire an approximately 20 acre plot of land known as the 
Horowitz property on East Foxboro Street. 


This is the ONLY site acquisition which your Committee is recom- 
mending. 


This level land is well-suited, topographically, to future school use. 


It is relatively well-located to accommodate pupils from present and 
probable future dwellings in the East Foxboro Street, Mansfield Street, 
Massapoag Avenue, and Lakeview Street areas. 


Because this land is on the part of a street which is undeveloped and 
has no town water, its assessed valuation is low and the cost of ac- 
quisition should be reasonable. 


‘Twenty acres, rather than the ten or twelve acres usually needed 
for an elementary school site, is recommended to provide for the 
eventuality that future enrollments might indicate its use for a second 
junior high school. This would require the selection of an additional 
elementary school site. 
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CONCLUSION 


This Committee, composed of representatives of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, the Warrant Committee, the Planning Board, the School 
Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, and five at-large members, 
believes that the town’s present and future best interests will be served 
by following the above recommendations. It believes, furthermore, that 
to delay in the acquisition of the ONE recommended new site will result 
in much added expense to the town.

Introduction 


[his report consists of two parts: 


I. A study of subsurface sewage disposal throughout the town with 
emphasis on the current problems and economically feasible solutions; 
and 


Il. A master plan for construction, improvement or alteration of 
facilities for storm water drainage. 


The Committee selected qualified consultants. Russell E. Babcock, 
P.E. Sanitary Engineer and Diplomate of the American Academy of 
Sanitary Engineers, was consultant on the first phase of the study. 
Fenton G. Keyes Associates, Consulting Architect—Engineers, were 
retained by the Committee in connection with the development of a 
comprehensive master plan for storm drainage. 


The Committee is unanimous in making the recommendations in 
this report.

1. Report on Subsurface Sewage Disposal 


The question of the town’s needs with regard to sewage disposal has 
long been under discussion. The most recent examination of the problem 
was set forth in “Report of the Sanitary Drainage and Sewage Com- 
mittee’, and was based in large part on information gathered by the 
Sharon League of Women Voters. The report indicated that 279 
householders considered that their sewage disposal system did not func- 
tion properly. 
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Since this number of improperly operating disposal works reported 
is approximately 14.5% of the householders interviewed, it seemed ad- 
visable to examine these specific cases more closely. The report that 
follows is a detailed examination of these cases: 


The Sharon League of Women Voters has performed a valuable 
service in isolating these instances, thereby making it possible to examine 
each case thoroughly and determine the cause of disposal system inade- 
quacies. This report is in no way a repetition of the committee report, 
rather it is an extension. 


During the interviews, it became apparent that many householders 
had reported their systems as being unsatisfactory to the League of 
Women Voters in the hope that this would speed the construction of 
a public sewer system. On the other hand, many of those interviewed 
were opposed to a sewer system unless there was no alternative. The 
opinion was expressed many times that Sharon should take advantage 
of the Government grants available for such construction. Contrary to 
the opinion held by many householders, there probably would not be 
substantial federal funds available. 


The feeling of many householders is that the town has an obligation 
to accept their sewage disposal problems and solve them with little or 
no effort on the part of the individual householder. The fact that the 
disposal of sewage from one’s home is the owner’s problem as regulated 
by the Public Health Laws is not widely understood. 


INFLUENCES 


There are two basic influences which affect sewage disposal to the 
ground. The first of these is the soil itself. If the soil contains large 
quantities of clay, it tends to be somewhat water-tight and, therefore, 
does not permit liquids to trickle through it down to the ground water 
table. 


The second principal effect is that of high water table. It is some- 
times thought that a cesspool operates more effectively if it is in the 
water table. This is not true in that there is no differential of head 
available to cause the liquid to flow from the cesspool to the water 
table. Also, the continued submergence of any works tends to render 
them ineffective due to the formation of ferrous sulfide. This latter 
fact, which has only recently been observed and reported on in the 
scientific literature is the reason why all types of works, whether they 
be cesspool or tile fields, are quite ineffective if continuously sub- 
merged. 


CHEMICAL TREATMENT OF DisposAL WorKS 


It is common practice among many householders to add various 
forms of chemical cleaning agents, enzymes, and bacteria-activating 
agents to their septic tanks and cesspools. None of these has proven to 
be effective in controlled tests, and in many cases, they have actually 
harmed the works. 
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The following quotation is from the manual “Septic Tank Practice” 
published by the U. S. Public Health Service :— 


“Some 1200 products, many containing enzymes, have been placed 
on the market for use in septic tanks and extravagant claims have 
been made for them. As far as is known, however, none have been 
proven of advantage in properly controlled tests.” 


An additional comment along this line from the same publication :— 


“The functional operations of septic tanks has not improved by the 
addition of disinfectants or other chemicals. Generally, the addition of 
chemicals to a septic tank is not recommended. Some proprietary prod- 
ucts which are claimed to clean septic tanks contain sodium hydroxide 
or potassium hydroxide as the active agent. This compound may result 
in sludge bulking and a large increase in alkalinity and may interfere 
with digestion. The resulting effluent may severely damage soil struc- 
ture and cause accelerated clogging, even though some temporary re- 
lief may be experienced immediately after application of the product.”’ 


ComMMONLY UseEp Disposat SYSTEMS 


‘The two most commonly used disposal systems are cesspools and septic 
tanks with leaching fields. A third method of disposal, namely, the cess- 
pool with leaching trench, is usually the outgrowth of a cesspool which 
has become overloaded and failed. They are not normally constructed in 
this manner when originally built. 


The older of the two techniques is the use of a cesspool which is an 
undeground vault constructed of loosely assembled stones such that 
liquid can pass through the walls of the structure. When raw sewage 
is dumped directly into this structure, the solids settle out and the 
liquids pass through the sides. The settling of the solids renders the 
bottom of the tank almost immediately unavailable as an area through 
which liquids can flow. Therefore, the effective leaching area of a 
cesspool is only the area of the walls. The gradual accumulation of 
solids results in the cesspool becoming less and less effective with the 
passing of time as the accumulation of solids in the bottom and along 
the walls causes the effective percolation area to diminish. 


The septic tank is the newer and, in most parts of the country, more 
widely used method of disposal. In this technique, sewage goes into a 
septic tank, which is a sealed vault where the majority of the solids settle 
out. The effluent or liquid from the tank passes then to subsurface 
leach lines of the trench or bed design. In this kind of installation, 
the settling and absorption processes are seperate. 


The cesspool is much less expensive to construct than is a septic tank 
and tile field system. However, it is not nearly as satisfactory over a 
long term. The opinion of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, Division of Sanitary Engineering, as expressed in their pub- 
lication ‘Sewage Disposal in Unsewered Areas” is quoted as follows: 


“Cesspools are not recommended as a substitute for a septic tank in 
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conjunction with additional leaching works either in case of a new 
system or in the revamping of old works. Their use should be confined 
to those instances where special circumstances of site and infrequent 
use, short-term need, or cost factors warrant their consideration in the 
design.” 


EFrrectrs oF KrrcHEN APPLIANCES 


‘The broadening use of automatic washing machines, garbage grinders, 
and dishwashing machines results in increased use of water in the case of 
the washing machines and dishwashing machines. Increase in the use of 
water can be substantial amounting to approximately 40 percent. In the 
case of the garbage grinders, the effect is to increase the amount of 
solids discharged to the system. The result is that use of automatic 
washing machines and dishwashing machines requires an increase in 
the size of the leaching works, Pherens the use of a garbage grinder re- 
quires an increase in both size of the septic tank and the leaching works. 
Recommendations of most authorities on this matter are to increase the 
size of the septic tank at least 50 percent if a garbage grinder is to be 
utilized. This does not mean, however, that the benefits of such ap- 
pliances cannot be enjoyed, if you have a private sewage disposal system. 
It is only necessary to be sure that the associated disposal system is 
adequate. 


EXAMINATION OF Data From INTERVIEWS 


The original data from the Sharon League of Women Voters was 
examined. It was found that there were 295 householders reporting un- 
satisfactory disposal systems. 211 householders, located on 93 streets, 
were interviewed. At least two calls were made at each of the other 
residences in interviews attempts. Only 77 householders reported that 
their disposal systems operate unsatisfactorily. In each case, the inter- 
viewer actually examined the site of the disposal works to determine if 
the householder’s opinion was correct. As a result, some residences were 
included in the unsatisfactory list even though the owners themselves 
thought their disposal works were satisfactory. This indicates that the 
problem of sewage disposal by subsurface systems in Sharon is not 
nearly as severe as previously believed. 


A portion of the interview concerned the prevalence of automatic 
washers, automatic dishwashers, and garbage grinders. The results were 
as follows: 


87% have automatic washers 
9% have automatic dishwashers 
10% have garbage grinders 


The predominance of cesspools in the cases examined points to one 
source of the problem of unsatisfactory disposal systems. As previously 
pointed out, the cesspool is not considered satisfactory except for tem- 
porary or seasonal dwellings. It is more adversely effected by high 
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ground water than presently accepted methods of disposal. Very few 
cesspools built over 10 years ago were sized with automatic washers, 
etc., In mind. 


The age of the disposal systems examined shows that 68% of the 
systems are 5 to 20 years old. This covers the period of intensive con- 
struction following World War II. During much of this period, the 
regulations concerning sewage disposal systems and their enforcement 
were inadequate in the light of present standards. It should be noted, 
however, the Sharon enacted its regulations in this regard earlier than 
many other communities. 


PERCOLATION TEsts AND GROUND Data 


Percolation tests were performed at 31 residences throughout the 
town. Records were made of ground water and soil types encountered. 
Examination of this data shows a generally satisfactory soil type con- 
sisting of various grades of sand and gravel with occasional instances 
of clay deposits. 


Ground water soundings gave satisfactory results. The examinations 
show that in such areas as Sharon Heights, summer ground water 
tables are relatively low, varying from four feet to over six feet. Such 
data shows conclusively that cesspools would not be expected to operate 
satisfactorily at all seasons of the year, but septic tanks and tile fields 
would be satisfactory. | 


Recent percolation tests in the vicinity of Sharon Square indicate that 
satisfactory disposal works of the septic tank type can be built in this 
area. 


AREAS OF UNSATISFACTORY DIsPpcsAL SYSTEMS 


The principal area having a concentration of unsatisfactory disposal 
system is Sharon Heights. Uhe majority of the percolation tests were 
conducted in this area. 


Sharon Heights is located adjacent to the section known as Cedar 
Swamp which seriously affects the ground water table in the area. A 
high ground water table such as this will materially reduce the ef- 
ficiency of cesspools. It will, however, not have nearly as adverse an 
effect on a tile field. It is observed that the ground rises sharply away 
from Cedar Swamp, resulting in ground water tables over 80 inches 
down approaching South Main Street on Lee Road. The result is that 
only those streets close to the swamp are seriously affected by the high 
swamp level during the Winter and Spring. 


The soil in this area is predominantly sand and gravel. The percola- 
tion rates are quite satisfactory. 


The present situation in the Sharon Heights area is largely the result 
of the original subsurface disposal systems never having been adequate. 
The systems are, in general, undersized cesspools. 
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Another area having significant number of unsatisfactory systems is 
located between Glendale and Brook Roads, East of Crest Road. This 
area has two basic factors affecting subsurface disposal. The first is 
poor conduction of storm water. The second factor is isolated areas of 
very poor soil containing nearly all clay. Examination showed the pro- 
portion of sand and gravel increased with depth. Disposal systems in 


the difficult areas could probably be built by excavating and filling with 
suitable gravel. 


Costs or SurSURFACE DisposaL SYSTEMS 


The total cost of a normal system would be expected to be approxi- 
mately $500. For systems located in difficult areas of poor percolation 
rate, the cost would be much higher. The most difficult cases ex- 
amined would involve a sewage pump in the cellar and a great deal of 
fill. The cost would probably range in the area of $1,000 to $1,500. 


Fortunately, there are very few of these in Sharon. 


If a sewer system were to be built in Sharon, it would be necessary 
to conduct the sewer connection through the front of the house founda- 
tion for all residences connected. Estimates of this revision to plumbing 
systems range from $300 to $400 per house. In addition to this, the costs 
of the house sewer are directly chargable to the owner. It can be readily 
seen that a completely new septic tank and tile field system costs about 
the same as the plumbing revisions and additions to connect to a public 
sewer system. This sum does not, of course, include direct assessments 
to the owner for laterals or inevitable increases in the tax rate when a 
public sewer system is built. 


CoNCLUSIONS 


The purpose of this report has been to examine a group of specific 
instances of sewage disposal system failures. 


Sharon is located on soil of good percolating characteristics. “This 
has been confirmed by the many percolation test results performed for 
this report and those available from the records of the Board of Health. 


The problem of sewage disposal can largely be taken care of by the 
individual owner recognizing that he is responsible. The addition of a 
water-consuming appliance, or a bedroom, should necessarily require 
reconsideration of the sewage disposal facilities. 


The present regulations of the Board of Health permit only profes- 
sionally designed systems to be considered. Effectively, cesspools are no 
longer permitted. Future construction must meet the present stringent 
regulations of the Board of Health. A situation such as occurred Just 
following World War II could not happen under these regulations. 
The mass of data accumulated for this report leads to the following: 
conclusions: 


1. The total number of unsatisfactory systems is a very small por-. 
tion of the total number in the community. 
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2. Nearly all presently unsatisfactory systems are located in ground 
which will permit construction of effective septic tank and tile 
field disposal systems. The few remaining systems can be handled 
with more elaborate construction. 


W 


High ground water is a serious obstacle to subsurface sewage dis- 
posal in only a few instances. 


4. The draining of Cedar Swamp will lower the ground water 
table in the Sharon Heights area and permit more efficient sub- 
surface disposal adjacent to Cedar Swamp. 


5. Correcting the few unsatisfactory disposal systems will cost the 
owners less in the long run than their share of the cost of a sewage 
system and necessary modifications to their house connections. 


2. Master Plan For Storm Drainage 


One of the most important long-range problems faced by Sharon is 
the need for a town-wide integrated system of storm drainage. 


This Committee engaged the consulting engineering firm of Fenton 
G. Keyes Associates and they have made a thorough survey of the 
drainage problems throughout the town. The survey included inspec- 
tions, field investigations, climatological data, soil explorations and 
recommendations. 


This has resulted in preparation of a master plan for storm drainage 
which is essentially what this Committee is reporting. It is an exten- 
sive blueprint for future action in regard to storm drainage in Sharon. 
‘The master plan contains an estimate of cost of the overall work, and 
the individual phases of the work so the town officials will have the 
required information on which to base a logical program of installa- 
tion of storm drains commensurate with the town’s ability to finance 
such improvements. 


Copies of the master plan and estimates of cost are available for in- 
spection in the office of the Sharon Department of Public Works. 


The Committee has agreed with the Board of Selectmen on the in- 
sertion of an article in the warrant for this town meeting which would 
begin the program this year.

The most significant report of the Warrant Committee is the War- 
rant for the Annual Town Meeting each year, where the financial 
condition of the Town is analyzed, recommendations are made to the 
voters on all Articles and an estimate of the tax rate is computed. As 
the year to which the Warrant applies comes to an end, however, the 
voters may be interested in having the Warrant Committee report the 
highlights of activities that have occurred subsequent to the ‘Town 
Meeting. An explanation of the function, organization and operation of 
the Committee may also be of interest. 


The primary function of the Warrant Committee is set forth in 
Article 2, Section 3 of the Town By-Laws, where it reads ““Che War- 
rant Committee shall consider the various articles in the Warrant ... 
and shall report in print before ... ‘Town meetings their estimates and 
recommendations therefore.” “The General Laws, Chapter 39, Section 
16, make clear that finance committees “... shall consider any or all 
municipal questions for the purpose of making reports or recommenda- 
tions to the Town ...”. Another function, of considerable importance, 
is set forth in Chapter 40, Section 6, of the General Laws, where 
authorization is granted to transfer sums of money from the Reserve 
Fund for “extraordinary and unforeseen expenditures.” 


The work of the Warrant Committee now extends throughout the 
year, as the growth of the ‘Town brings with it more and more municipal 
financial problems. Regular meetings in preparation for the Annual 
Town Meeting begin, however, early in September of the preceding 
year, when budgets are prepared by ‘Town Departments, Committees 
and Boards. Five sub-committees meet with the various “‘Vown officials 
responsible for the completion of the budgets and review the budget 
items in detail. During October, the sub-committees report to the full 
Warrant Committee, making specific recommendations for action to be 
taken. If a budget change recommendation is voted by the Committee, 
the Department, Board or Committee Head is given an opportunity to 
ask for reconsideration. 


Most of the Special Articles are submitted in November and 
December. This year the closing date for such Articles was advanced 
by the Selectmen two weeks to January 3, 1963, resulting in earlier 
action on them by the Warrant Committee. ‘he person sponsoring each 
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Article appears before the full Warrant Committee, providing the 
necessary details. 


Two members of the Warrant Committee have special assignments, 
serving on the Municipal Building and on the ‘Town Government 
Study Committees. Others perform special functions relating to pub- 
licity, comparative statistics, and the Personnel Board. 


‘The year 1962 was significant from the Warrant Committee’s view 
for several reasons set forth in the remainder of this report. 


The Special Town Meeting, June 12, 1962, approved the transfer 
of $325 from available funds and the borrowing of $17,000 for the 
extension of the water main along Old Post Road from Walpole Street 
to Route 1 to permit Metal Bellows Corporation to build a plant on 
the westerly side of Route 1. This action is a major step toward the 
utilization of the area zoned for light industrial purposes along Route | 
and the bringing in of additional property tax income to the ‘Town. 
Construction of the Metal Bellows plant is proceeding well and will 
begin to return the Town’s investment during 1963. 


The year 1962 was a favorable one for estimated receipts. Receipts 
from the Income, Corporation and Meal taxes, distributed by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts to the various cities and towns, totaled 
$192,407, exceeding the $184,114 assumed in estimating the tax rate 
for 1962. Motor Vehicle Excise tax income reached a new high of 
$239,736, exceeding by a considerable margin the amount of $190,863 
assumed at the beginning of the year. Water income totaled $91,257, 
instead of the estimated $70,000. At year end a total amount of $85,549 
was turned back to the Town Treasury from various Special Articles 
and ‘Town Departments, Boards and Committees. This was $24,279 
more than was returned in 1961. 


The Reserve Fund showed an outstanding balance at year end of 
$7,937. Transfers from this fund were kept to a reasonable minimum 
through careful planning and budgeting by Town Departments, Boards 
and Committees. The amount outstanding exceeded $10,000 until the 
Snow and the Ice Account felt the impact of snow and icy conditions 
in December. 


It appears at this time that the amount of Free Cash (FE and D less 
uncollected taxes, except Motor Vehicle taxes) will amount to $196,202, 
compared with $178,594 in 1961, and $92,239 in 1960. 


The Warrant Committee estimated a tax rate for 1962 of $71.00, 
if its recommendations were followed by the Town Meeting. This was 
the actual rate, as officially set by the Board of Assessors. The increase 
of $3.50 was $1.00 more than the increase for the preceding year. 
Although Sharon was faced during 1962 with a growing population, 
increased necessary municipal services, and a $750,000 High School 
addition, half of which will be reimbursed by the Commonwealth, 
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Moody’s Manuals indicate that the ‘Town’s rating for bond issues is 
a satisfactory one. 


The remaining years of the 1960’s will bring an increased popula- 
tion growth and its accompanying increased municipal services, as well 
as demands for significant capital expenditures. Continued careful plan- 
ning and budgeting must be followed to insure full return from the 
tax dollar. 


The Warrant Committee has had a pleasant working relationship 
during 1962 with the various Town Departments, Boards and Com- 
mittees and expresses its appreciation and thanks for the co-operation 
received.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 
James J. Leonard, Director 


Your new director took office in August, and was fortunate enough 
to retain Walter O’Neil as Deputy Director. Doctor George Wright 
has continued to head communications, assisted by Bernard Rosenberg. 
Francis Condon was appointed a Deputy Director in charge of per- 
sonnel and systems, his aim being to put our CD effort on a more 
businesslike basis. 


First act of the director was to contact the different departments of 
the town to discuss what improvements could be made in the overall 
system. 


Walter O’Neil spent long hours working with the director on 
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getting our town approved tor matching funds from the Federal gov- 
ernment and for participation in the Surplus Property Act. 


A Red Cross basic first aid course was given for civil defense by Mrs. 
Sherwood Steere, and at this writing plans are under way for an ad- 
vanced first aid course, which Mrs. Steere will also conduct. 


During the Cuban war scare, the director was deluged with phone 
calls on what to do, which were answered by distributing several hun- 
dred copies of the Department of Defense’ very good booklet on ‘Fall- 
out Protection.” At this time | attended the governor’s special con- 
ference on civil defense. 


Next vear we hope to get a rescue squad going. We also intend to 
keep our communications at a high level, always trying to improve 
them, since we feel that communication is the key to CD. 


Our thanks go to the Selectmen and the heads of all “own Depart- 
ments for their understanding and offers of help, and to Chief of 
Police Horan we are especially grateful for his wholehearted coopera- 
tion in every way. 


This age is so fast-moving that we must try to keep our system 
fluid enough to be able to react as conditions warrant. 
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1962 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION

‘This year your Commission has been rather successful in carrying 
out a program of land acquisition for conservation purposes. ‘This is 
in accordance with the recommendations outlined in the 1959 Annual 
Report, with particular reference to the inner belt green area. About 50 
acres of land which is composed of 11 parcels, seven of which were 
gifts has been acquired to date. All of these parcels are bordering Mas- 
sapoag Brook except one which was left to the Town by the will of 
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Mrs .dmund ‘Talbot. This lot is located along the border of Beaver 
Hole Brook on the northerly side of Maskwonicut Street. Although 
preliminary negotiations were made with Mrs. “Falbot by this Board 
the parcel referred to was left to the Town without reference to this 
Commission. However, in 1962, this gift was accepted by the Town 
and has since been transferred by the Selectmen to the Conservation 
Commission for care and maintenance. In behalf of the Town we 
would express deep appreciation for this gift. This area will form an 
important part of our linear acquisition along Beaver Hole Brook. 


During the year, 500 pines and hemlock trees have been planted on 
lands acquired to date. We are indebted to several young men of the 


Juniors in the Massapoag Sportsmen’ Club for their assistance on this 
project. 


Accompanying this report is a map of a portion of the Town upon 
which is indicated the proposed inner belt and showing the land that 
has been acquired to date or is in the process of acquisition. 


We have erected two attractive signs, one at Billings Street and one 
at North Main Street, calling attention to land acquired as a part of 
our continuing program for the protection of our natural resources and 
the prevention of steam pollution. 


‘The agreement of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Cushman to present to the 
Commission Manns Pond and much of the surrounding area is re- 
garded by us as the most significant contribution to conservation since 
we were established in 1959. This pond is a part of a green belt that 
will eventually extend from Lake Massapoag, along Massapoag Brook 
to the Sharon-Canton town line. This area will be left in as natural 
condition as possible in accordance with the idea expressed in our first 
report in 1959, namely:—the principle objects to be sought in the es- 
tablishment of an inner belt of green areas are to preserve existing 
stream valleys, to protect streams themselves from pollution and to de- 
velop them for quiet types of recreation such as walking, swimming, 
fishing, nature studies, skating, etc. | 


We recently received a letter from Commissioner Foster of the 
State Department of Natural Resources congratulating us on the suc- 
cessful conclusion of our first year of the self-help conservation pro- 
gram, and remitted a check for the Town, which represented one-half 
the cost of the 1961 land acquisition. We have filed an application for 
reimbursement by the State for one-half the cost of land to be ac- 
quired with 1962 and 1963 funds and are assured that such a project 
will be approved by them. 


We have inserted two articles in the 1963 Town Warrant. 1) Re- 
questing that $4,100 be raised and appropriated for the Conservation 
Commission, $4,000 of which would be placed in the Conservation fund 
and $100 for expenses of the Commission and, 2) That there be ex- 
pended from the Conservation Fund (a) $2,000 for the purchase of 
land and (b) $2,000 for repairs to the wall and dam at Mann’s Pond

and for building two foot bridges — one over the dam at Mann’s Pond 
outlet and the other over Massapoag Brook between Billings Street 
and North Main Street. Also part of this money would be for selective 
clearing of wooded areas and preparation for tree planting on land now 
owned by the Town. 


Sharon has, indeed, made much progress toward the establishment 
of its green belt area and the preservation of a part of its woodland 
and stream areas. In the future, this land will be a tremendous asset 
to the “Town. 


While this Commission has worked intently to further this program, 
it could not have been the success that it has been without the coopera- 
tion and support from the landowners and citizens of the Town. We 
are indeed grateful for this support, which encourages us to make 
further efforts to carry out this program so essential to the future better- 
ment of our attractive town. 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD

During 1962 the Planning Board has continued to devote more than 
half of its regular meeting time to the administration of the Subdivision 
Control Law. On-the-spot inspections have been made of each subdivi- 
sion and of all controversial areas. 


The Board held three public hearings on proposed subdivisions in- 
volving a total of approximately 130 building lots. Preliminary plans 
on two other subdivisions were submitted involving approximately 25 
lots. Although the total number of house lots covered by new subdivi- 
sion control decreased by nearly 40% over the 1961 level, the building 
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activity remained virtually constant, with about 58 building permits 
issued for construction of new houses in subdivisions on existing streets. 


The March, 1961, Town Meeting passed Section 13A of the Town’s 
by-laws which added a Rural Zone of 100,000 square foot minimum lot 
size to the basic zoning by-law. A petition was brought in the Land 
Court by Elliott Aronson challenging this by-law. The Land Court 
ruled in favor of the petitioner and the Town has appealed this decision 
to the Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth. 


FIRS TiN MASSACHUSETTS 


A new concept in subdivisions, the so-called Cluster Subdivision, was 
suggested to an applicant-developer, the Di-Ren Construction Company 
of Framingham, and accepted by them. Subsequently, the Board of 
Appeals, the Selectmen and the Planning Board achieved a mutually 
satisfactory plan for this development. The developer will construct 
houses on 20,000 square foot lots in groups which are separated from 
one another by natural parcels of land. ‘These parcels are deeded to 
the ‘own by the developer, and may be used for park or recreational 
purposes or left in their natural state. Running off the access roads are 
short streets with turn-arounds on which most of the houses front. 
Thus, privacy, safety, and natural beauty are enhanced. Building in 
this development will begin in the Spring of 1963. 


SIX-YEAR FINANCIAL FORECAST 


In collaboration with the Warrant Committee, the Selectmen, and 
with the assistance of the various Department Heads and our Planning 
Consultant, we present elsewhere in the Town Report the 1963-1968 
projection of future expense and revenue. ‘This information is neces- 
sary to plan capital expenditures from year-to-year. 


ADDITIONAL ACTIVITIES 


G. B. Bailey has served as Chairman of the Town Transportation 
Committee which is sponsoring a survey of Sharon commutor patterns 
in conjunction with the Planning Board. 


A complete review of the Board’s rules and regulations was accom- 
plished with some revision by G. L. Greenfield and P. C. Huckins. 
The major changes included the requirement that developers install a 
fire alarm system and fire hydrants in their developments and clarified 
their responsibility for off-site drainage. W. H. Thornton and W. B. 
Crawford have worked with the Planning Consultant developing a 
report for the ‘own on streets and highways together with related 
problems. G. L. Greenfield has served on the Municipal Building 
Committee and G. B. Bailey has served on the Lake Front Study 
Committee. 


Discussions have been held with the Town Government Study Com- 
mittee, relative to possible modifications to Planning Board operations. 
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Initial discussions on the future development of the business area and 
the traffic and parking problems of the area have been held. Contact 
has been made with the Walpole Industrial Development Commission. 
Discussions on the development of Route 1 land will be held. 


Our objective has been to provide maximum planning assistance to 
the ‘Town as well as to administer the Subdivision Control Law. We 
are streamlining our administrative operation to permit the Board to 
devote more time to general planning. 


A REPORT ON 
THE SIX-YEAR FINANCIAL PLAN 
PREPARED BY THE PLANNING BOARD 


This financial plan is as accurate a projection as the Planning Board 
can make of the future expenses and revenues of Sharon, to give town 
officials and citizens a picture of the probable future financial situation, 
to provide an opportunity for the orderly scheduling of major expendi- 
tures, and a background tor the review of town operating costs. 


The format of this year’s plan has been substantially revised in consul- 
tation with the Town Clerk and the chairman of the Warrant Commit- 
tee, with the intention of relating our figures more closely to those used 
by the ‘fown Accountant in the Annual Report and by the Warrant 
Committee in the Annual Warrant. We believe that a continuance of 
the fine cooperation we have received from both gentlemen will help us 
improve our presentation each year. The various calculations on which 
this plan is based are too many for inclusion in this report, but they are 
available for reference with the Planning Board. 


Our estimates are based on projection factors which are reviewed each 
year and which appear in ‘Table I.

Approved budgets, which are the basis of the tax rate, have been re- 
viewed to 1955 and cost per dwelling has been established for each 
function of government as identified by the Town Accountant. War- 
rant Committe budget estimates as of January have been used for 
1963; we do not believe changes that may occur before Town Meet- 
ing will have any substantial effect on our projections. The increase 
or decrease of this cost-per-dwelling factor has been extended to 1968 
and converted to an annual appropriation to be used in Table II. 
Other items of expense have been extended in the same way. Capital 
improvement figures are based on returns from each department to the 
Planning Board, scheduled after discussion with the Selectmen, War- 
rant Committee and the departments involved.

In Table III we have estimated the other sources of town revenue 
and by deducting these from the necessary town income we reach the 
amount to be raised by real and personal property taxes. ‘his, with the 
projected total assessed value from ‘lable I, permits an estimate of fu- 
ture tax rates. We have not attempted to set up alternative projections 
to show a possible fluctuation of the rates necessary; it must be recog- 
nized that actions and events we cannot now foresee may change the 
conclusions we have reached by many dollars in any given year. 


The constantly increasing load of community costs on the home owner 
is a phenomenon being experienced widely in Massachusetts communti- 
ties. We believe it is, or will become, necessary for the Commonwealth 
to take action to ease the tax burden on real estate.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
GENERAL ACTIVITIES 


DoNALD ATKINSON, Superintendent 


In the year 1962, the policy of letting out to bid construction work 
was extended from the installation of water mains, to cover Chapter 90 
Construction and major drainage projects. This policy has allowed the 
‘Town to accomplish a greater amount of work this year without making 
large capital outlays for the purchase of additional construction equip- 
ment and expanding the work force of the Department. By relieving 
the Department of this construction work, we have been able to con- 
centrate on housekeeping chores and minor construction, which will, in 
years to come, improve the condition of our streets, sidewalks, drains, 
trees, and all other general services, 


Contracts were let out to bid covering the installation of 10,700 feet 
of 12” water mains; 2100 feet in Bay Road from Station 87 + 00 to 
Marcus Road, 3000 feet in Walpole Street from No. 238 to the inter- 
section of Old Post Road, 3000 feet in Old Post Road from Walpole 
Street to Pine Street, 2600 feet in Old Post Road and Route 1, which 
services Sharon’s new industrial plant. 


After crossing numerous hurdles, the Board of Selectmen succeeded 
in having the Massachusetts Department of Public Works advertise for 
the reconstruction of Bay Road from Granville Street to Field’s Farm, 
under Chapter 90. (The State will pay 50% of cost and must obtain 
bids. Lhe Selectmen award the contract to the lowest competent bidder. ) 
With the cooperation of Mother Nature, the contractor was able to 
complete the drainage system and surfacing of the roadway, which was 
the closing link in making Bay Road safe for public travel and elim- 
inating the so-called “Pot Hole Alley.” 


After two years of study and preparation by the Sewerage and Storm 
Drainage Committee, the Town embarked on the first step outlined in 
The Master Drainage Study to eliminate a series of serious problems 
existing in the Brook Road and Glendale Road Area. A contract was 
awarded for the installation of 656 feet of 30” pipe and 272 feet of 24” 
pipe. 


‘The letting out to bid of the previously mentioned water, Chapter 90, 
and major drainage contracts has allowed this department to operate 
more efficiently and should, in the future, help to provide our growing 
community with more of the services it requires. 


During the past year, two systems within the Department have under- 
gone revision. ‘Lhe first is the water billing system which has been re- 
vised to provide greater speed and efficiency in the preparing of water 
bills, which will make a savings in the annual audit, ‘Vhe second is the 
preparation of a master equipment maintenance control board which 
is kept up to date at the Public Works Garage and will provide proper 
control of maintenance of equipment. 
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To further increase the efficiency of the Department and provide for 
more modern services, I submit the following recommendations: 


1. The adoption of a program of installing new street lights at all 
major street intersections and providing modern street lights in 
the immediate vicinity of all public buildings, to give protection 
to predestrians.

‘The expansion of the Department by the addition of part-time or, 
preferably, full-time personnel to compensate for vacations and sick 
leave of our present work force.

5. The completion of my Master Water Improvement Program, 
which covers main extensions, replacement of old and undersized 
water mains, additional storage facilities, and additional pumping 
facilities, 

In conclusion, I would like to point out that as our population has ex- 
panded, the demands on this Department have grown, and to provide 
the public with the necessary services, we must proportionately expand 
the Public Works appropriations. 


To all Public Works and ‘own employees and in particular, the 
Board of Selectmen, | would like to express my gratitude and sincere 
thanks for their cooperation and support.

‘The Highway Division in 1962 was engaged primarily in the so-called 
‘“house-keeping chores” assigned to it. “These chores, among other things, 
included street patching, surface treatments, roadside clearance, erection 
and maintenance of signs, maintenance of cemeteries, storm drain sys- 
tems, care of trees, maintenance of town dump, ect. 


The only construction projects engaged in by the Department were 
as follows: the extension of the North Main Street sidewalk; the re- 
building of Elliot Street; and the rebuilding of Lakeview Street from 
Morse Street to Massapoag Avenue; and miscellaneous drainage con- 
struction jobs. All other major construction projects were let out to bid 
by private contractors.

C. Frep WILLIAMS, TREE WARDEN 
JAMES LEIGHTON, DEPUTY TREE WARDEN 


The ‘Vree Division had another busy year in 1962 in its fight against 
the loss of roadside trees. Many of these roadside trees are showing the 
effects not only of age but the ravages of past hurricanes and damages 
brought about by road widenings, sidewalk construction projects and the 
covering of entire root systems with asphalt mixtures and chemicals, and 
eventually most will have to be removed. We have been working to ex- 
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tend the life of these trees with proper care, and while it is possible to 
do 9 with some, a great many have had to be removed during the past 
year because they were badly decayed or diseased. The American Elm, 
which has been a familiar sight in New England towns, is rapidly being 
eradicated by the Dutch Elm Disease for which there is no known cure. 


To offset the loss of roadside trees, a tree planting program was start- 
ed in 1955 and has been accelerated each year since then. As the older 
trees show signs of weakening, a new tree is planted either behind or 
close by, so that when the older tree is removed the new one will be well 
established toward its goal to offer beauty and shade to the roadside. 
The program not only covers replantings but the extension of roadside 
planting in the newly developed sections of the town. The new trees 
are planted on private property, with the permission of the owner, 15 
feet from the sideline of the street layout, thus placing it back of electric 
wires so that it can mature naturally and be properly watered and fed 
through the lawn. 


‘The types of new trees being planted vary, not only for the purpose 
of diversification, but also in order to avoid the disastrous situation which 
befell some communities which were predominantly “elm towns’’ and 
were extremely hard hit by the Dutch Elm Disease. 


Following is a list of accomplishments for the year 1962. 


A total of 61 trees were removed. ‘Thirty-five in connection with 
street and sidewalk construction, and twenty-six that endangered the 
lives and property of the public.

Insect Pest and Ivy Control 


As in past years this Department carried on its usual program of foil- 
age sprays to control the growth of poison ivy. In years to come, the De- 
partment has plans, when funds become available, to start a program of 
clearing all roadway shoulders of brush and wild growth. This would 


help in practically eliminating the need for annual sprays to control 
poison ivy. 


This year the Town had provisions in this budget for three aerial 
sprayings of all major residential areas, but due to weather conditions, 
it was only necessary to spray once in June and a second time in July.

During the year the water pipes were extended in Bay Road, a dis- 
tance of 2100 feet, Walpole Street and Old Post Road, a distance of 
5909 feet; and Old Post Road and Route | to Metal Bellows, Inc., 
a distance of 2538 feet. “These projects were on contracts for trenching, 
laying, ledge, ete. 
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Also, 1570 feet of 10-inch pipe were laid in East Foxboro Street, and 
990 feet of 8-inch pipe were laid in Lantern Lane. ‘hese projects were 
completely done by the developers i.e. labor and all material, 


On December 31 and January | there were between seventy-five and 
eighty-five services frozen inside and outside of the house foundations. 


I would also advise all water takers to try their main shut-offs (next 
to meter) in the early fall, and remedy any defect requiring the water to 
be shut off from the street, thus saving the Town and owners any un- 
necessary expense. Cases have occurred where the street valve has been 
broken in shutting off the water for testing purposes, which, had it 
occurred with the ground frozen, would have taken one or two days to 
rapair. This would prevent water damage to basement or recreation 
rooms. Lhe owner is responsible for all damage that may occur on his 
property.
